“The governor has already sent two 
messages to the general assembly, one 
his annual message and the other a 
special message relating to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. The annual mes- 
sage is presumed to contain a history 
of his administration during the past 
year, together with such recommenda- 
tions touching legislation as he sees 
proper to make; and that is logically 
the place for the report concerning 
the suspension of the Hon. Joseph M.

“But the subject was not mentioned 
in his annual message, although it 
ocours to the ordinary citizen that this 
act was the most momentous in its 
consequences, espoelally to himself, of 
any official act since the adjournment 
of the genera! assembly. The session 
is now well under way, and there 
seems to be no good reason why this 
report should be longer delayed. The 
governor is finding time to make edu- 
cational speeches throughout the state, 
surely it is not asking too much that 
he find time to obey a platn require- 
ment of the statute. 

“This matter ought not to be side- 
tracked by waiting until near the end 
of the session, when sufficient time 
cannot be devoted to jts consideration.

“The fact that Hon. Joseph M. Brown 
has been elected governor, and thus 
been, so to speak, vindicategq by the 
people, cannot relieve the governor 
or the general assembiy of any part 
of their duty in the premises. The 
election of Mr. Brown was a credit 
alike to the intelligence and sense of 
justice of the people of Georgia; but 
thetr chosen representatives cannot 
evade the duty, however unpleasant 
it may be, of declaring by their ver- 
dict whether the reason for this sus- 
pension was sufficient.

While it is the general expectation that Georgia will, in accordance 
with past custom, give the democratic presidential electors a majority vote 
in November, the possibility of a plurality only presents a peculiarly inter- 


esting situation. 


The Constitution has called attention,, in sdnesbicn with the forthcoming 
conference between the state executive committee and the state’s democratic 
electors, to the fact that under the Georgia law successful presidential 
electors must receive a majority of the vote cast in the state. 


Not another state in the union imposes this requirement. 


All others 


provide that electors shall be chosen by plurality vote, the wisdom of which 
is apparent, particularly in states where the vote is much divided among 


three, four or five presidential tickets. 


It is possible Georgia may not be confronted by the emergency this year, 
yet it cannot be denied there is a chance of it. 

In the event the democratic electoral ticket in this state should be given 
a plurality only in the November election, it would become necessary under 
the Georgia law to call an extra session of the general assembly to name 


presidential electors for this state. 


Such an emergency is quite undesirable, both from a standpoint of ex- 
pense to the state and of political expediency. 

There does not appear to be any valid reason why Georgia should not 
adopt the plan now followed by all the other states, and by legislative enact- 
ment provide for the selection of electors by plurality vote. 

There could be no objection from democratic sources, for Georgia can 


be accounted democratic, as it has always been. 


There could be no reason- 


able objection from opposition sources, because it would take any possible 
selection of the presidential electors out of the hands of a certainly demo- 


cratic body. 


There is nothing that the present Georgia law accomplishes except to 
muddle the situation and put an unnecessary expense upon the state, in the 
event of the failure of any of the tickets to receive a majority vote. 

By proper enactment, which could consume but a short time at the pres- 
ent session, the general assembly may, therefore, relieve what may become 


an embarrassing situation, 
distant future.

Game Protection in Georgia. 

The humble toad frog has been 
called the first assistant to the world’s 
gardeners. The bull-bat, the dove, the 
martin and many of the game birds 
are now known to be the greatest 
friends of the farmer, and the wise 
farmer is beginning to frealize the 
need of preserving these species. 

Various states of the union have 
taken precautions to protect and fos- 
ter their game birds. This is not done 
primarily in the interest of sports- 
men, but as an aid to the farmers. 
The nationa] government, through the 
cepartment of agriculture, is earnestly 
preaching the lesson of bird protec- 
tion. 

In a most interesting address before 
legislature last week, 
John H, Wallace, of Alabama, com- 
missioner of fish and game of that 
state, told what had been accom- 
p!‘shed by statute in Alabama. His 
remarks were probably a revelation to 
many of the lawmakers and impressed 
the fact that vigorous action along 
tbis line is imperative. 

Georgia has a law limiting the num- 
ber. of doves which may be killed by 
any sportsman in one day, and has 
scught to limit the wholesale slaugh- 
ter of this species which has been 
going on in the past. We have 
giso sought in a measure to protect 
other birds and the fish in Georgia 
streams, but the laws now 
ftatute books do not comprehend the 
full import of this subject of game 
preservation. 

The more general comprehension of 


on the 
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the fact that birds are of immense 
benefit to the farmers and render in- 
calculable service in destroying worms 
that would otherwise prey upon field 
and orchard crops; in devouring weed 
seed and thus limiting their propaga- 
tion, and in preserving from insect 
damage the flower garden of the 
Iarmer’s wife, will create a vigorous 
seentiment for the law’s rigid applica- 
ticn. 

More vigorous enforcement of the 
lows against the pot hunter in the 
field and the man who dynamites the 
streams will add immeasurably to the 
welfare of the state.

Editor Constitution: I am very much in- 
terested in agricultural education and the 
Success of the district agricultural schools, 
as these schools, if properly fostered, put an 
education in the reach of every farmer's 
boy. I have, with much interest, thought of 
the different plans suggested. It seems that 
the opposition to an increase of the fertilizer 
tag tax is so great that we cannot hope for 
relief there, and the ad valorem tax has 
reached the limit, so we are face to face with 
@ serious proposition. We cannot afford not 
to support Tiese schoola—the honor of the 
state is back of them. 

The constitution of Georgia, section 6885 
of the code of 1895, provides for a poll tax 
for educational purposes, not to exceed §1 
per capita. I would .suggest that this section 
be amended so as to raise the poll tax to 
$1.50 per capita and thus raise the money 
necessary for the agricultural schoolg. Such 
an amendment would bring into the state 
treasury at least §100,000 and this sum, in 
addition to the sum already received from 
the tag tax, would take care of the district 
agricultural schools. 

To my mind.this is the best way out of a 
bad dilemma. We must take care of these 
schools; we cannot affond to let them go 
down.

TUBERCULAR CATTLE 
SOLD TO NEW ORLEANS 


This Is the Charge Made by the New 
Orleans Board of Health, 

New Orleans, July !5.—It was early 
this morning: when the New Orleans 
board of health adjourned, after de- 
voting a thorough investigation to 
the controversy which arose between 
Dr. BE. A. White, its chief food in- 
spector, and Governor Neel, of Mis- 


sissippi. 

The controversy grew out of a pub- 
lished interview with Dr. White, who 
charged that the Mississippi Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College had dis- 
posed of cattle affected with tubercu- 
losis to New Orleans dairymen. The 
board upheld Dr, White and directed a 
letter to Governor Neel to this effect. 
In this letter the board says the facts 
recited by Dr. White are borne out by 
the evidence in its possession, and 
that it is plainly shown that Presi- 
dent Hardy, of the Mississippi college, 
sold tuberculous cattle to New Or- 
leans dairyman, knowing the same to 
be diseased. 

The board goes on further to say: 

“Dr. White has designated this as 
‘criminal.’ “The board of health dowk | 
not believe that the word is too harsh | 
or severe. A willingness to dissem- 
inate disease, whatever may be the 
motive or consideration, is essentially 
and intrinsically bad, and to designate 
the act as ‘criminal’ is a mild qualifi- 
cation—statute or no statute on the 
subject. We know of no Mississippi 
law which specifically declares against 
such acts, but. we do know that Loul- 
siana laws and federal laws have been 
violated,” .

Compliments at Camp 
Taft.

Camp W. H. Taft, Lytle, Ga., July 
15.—(Special Staff Correspondence.)— 
Everything was bustle and confusion 
at Camp Taft from early morning un- 
til jate Monday night. From the time 
the first company detrained at 4:30 
o’clock until taps sounded at 10:15, 
every one was engaged in pitching 
camp.

First Georgia, Major Charles H. Hun- 
ter, C. A. C.; Captain Samuel B. Ar- 
nola, First cavairy; Secong Georgia, 
Captain George D. Moore, Twentieth 
infantry; Captain Albert E. Saxton, 
Eighth cavalry; Fifth Georgia, Cap- 
tain Truman O. Murphy, Nineteenth in- 
fantry; Captain Reynolds J. Burt, 
Ninth infantry; two squadrons Géor- 
gia cavalry, Captain Francis J. Par- 
ker, Twelfth cavalry. 

At the conclusion of the morning 
drills, the Georgia troops were com- 
plimented for their fine showing, and

New York, July 1!6.—There was no 
striking new developments to account 
for the further advance in prices of 
Stocks today. The buying was based 
on the general improvement in the 
Speculative situation, Commission 
houses reported some moderate and 
scattering increase in orders from mis- 
céllaneous sources, but the transac- 
tions remained largely in professional 
hands and partook of the manipula- 
tive’ character usual in that class of 
operations. The decisive fact stood out 
prominently, as was the case yester- 
day, that increaseg selling pressure 
was slight, as the lMvel of prices was 
lifted, thus leaving the way wunob- 
structed for a continuance of the ad- 
vance. There were occasional setbacks 
in the movement, which seemed to 
be due as much to pauses in the bull- 
ish operations ag to an active selling 
pressure. In United States Steel there 
was some manifest selling to realize, 
part of it coming from foreign quar- 
ters. This was absorbed with .confi- 
dence, and that stock and the pre- 
ferred stock proceeded to a new high 
Price for the year. These stocks con- 
stituted an effective leadership for the 
whole market. A number of industrial 
stocks, including most of the dis- 
tinctively iron and steel industrials, 
went to the highest prices of the year. 
The railroad list shared in the day’s 
Strength, but offered fewer instances 
of high-recerg prices. However. Union 
Pacific (allowing for a dividend de- 
ducted), Southern Pacific, Atchison and 
Canadian Pacific were at the year's 
best prices today. The Canadian stock 
is helped by particularly favorable 
reports of wheat crop prospects in. its 
territory and by the. rapig develop- 
ment of some of that territory. Crop 
news generally was favorable. 

The generally cheerful view of pros- 
pects which is obtaining foothold in 
financial circles was fostered by con- 
fident views expressed in published in- 
terviews by several leading financial 
authorities. Probably some part of the 
underlying strength of railroads stocks 
is due to the conviction that a process 
of readjustment of freight rates ig be- 
ing worked out by the railroads of the 
country which will result in an in- 
crease of the revenues derived from 
their traffic. While nothing like a 
general increase has been attempted 
thus far, it is believed that the result 
will be sought in a piecemeal manner. 
In spite of protests of shippers in 
various organizations, it is evident 
that the increases of freight rates are 
going on, and the effect on securities 
prices is undeniably favorable. 

The quick sale of the Delaware and 
Hudson bond issue ang the advance in 
the premium on the new bonds in the 
market had some helpful influence.

been caused by one of the men lifting 
the gauze of his safety lamp just after 
an explosion of a shot which brought 
down a large body of coal. 

The explosion shook the entire col- 
llery. ‘Tae work of rescue was imme- 
diately begun, and when = volunteers 
were called for almost every man at 
the workings offered his services, which 
meant a hagsardous trip into the burn- 
ing mine. Near the foot of the shaft 
the injured were found, they having 
rushed toward the entrance, only to 
fall over unconscious All of the dead 
were found a short distance from the 
shaft, battered ‘and ‘burned into an 
almost umrecognizable mass. 

Physicians from ‘Williamstown and 
neanby villages treated the injured, while 
a number of women volunteered thetr 
Services as nurses, Several of the iIn- 
jured were removed to thelr homes aft- 
receiving temporary treatment, but 
Others were In too serious a condition 
to be moved until tonight, and cots 
were provided for them. The _ doctors 
say three of the injured may die. 

One of the injured was taken to the 
morgue, and it was not until an identi- 
fication of the bodies was made that it 
was found that he was living. He was 
badiy burned and battered, but will 
probably recover. 

The fire in the mine wil] probably be 
@xtinguished before much damage is 
done.

TRIBUTE TO THE MEMORY 
OF MAJOR S. M. MERRILL 


Army and Navy Journal Publishes 
the Record of the Dead 
Chaplain. 


The Army and Navy Journal pays & 
tribute to the late Major Sherman 
Morton Merrill, who died recently at 
Jasper and was buried at Marietta. 
The journal says: 

‘Major Sherman Morton Merrill, 
chaplain U. S. A, retired, died at Jas- 
per, Ga, -une 26, 1908, after a pro- 
tracted illness. He was born at old 
Fort Edward, N. Y., October 28, 1834, 
and was a graduate of Ripley college, 
Vermont. and of Wiliams college, Mas- 
sachusetts. The honorary degrees of 
MA. LL.D, PhD and DD. were 
conferred upon him by different col- 
leges in the United States. He was a 
Royal Arch Mason for more than 
fifty years. Dr. Merrill descended from 
a long line of soldiers. His great- 
great-grandfather was a French army 
officer. Two of his great-grandfathers 
were American officers during the 
revolution, one of whom, Major Benja- 
min Fuller, of the New York Levies, 
receiveq a promotion for ‘gallant and 
meritorious services.’ His grandfather 
wmé@rrill fought in the war of 1812. Dr. 
Merrill was instrumental in raising 
the {77th New York infantry during 
the civil war, going to the front as 
chaplain of that regiment; as such he 
was present in several battles, in one 
of which he was severely wounded, and 
was ordered home and mustered out 
on account of disability. He leaves a
